PCGS 280; NGC 116, CAC 58. This coin has to be in the 

top 10% of specimens with a CAC sticker. Itis that nice! No 
CAC examples have sold of late, but there have been two sales 
of MS65+ CAC graded coins and the price continues to rise. An 
example sold in March 2019 for $1,275 and another piece sold 
in August 2019 for $1,650. We see no reason this piece isn't a 
candidate for a + designation as well as the CAC sticker! Bid 
generously!

Sharply struck and boldly lustrous with flaming mint red 
color, this carly GEM 2 cent piece has a great cye appeal. The 
devices are razor sharp on both sides, the obverse has a touch of 
reflection in the luster, especially in the central shield devices. 
Some light, itidescent toning and some very minor flecks are 
seen when viewed closely with a light and a glass. 


PCGS 208, NGC 91. PCGS has graded just three MS65 RD 
examples with the Plain 5 designation. The last Plain 5 in PCGS 
MS65 RD sold in June 2015 for $1,293. ‘The current PCGS 
Price Guide value is listed at $1,750. The eye appeal is excellent 
and we think this one will go very nicely in any set of RD 2 cent 
pices.

Accoin of great MERIT. Not only is it blazing red with deeply 
frosted fields and needle sharp motifs, it is also devoid of 
contact marks. Only under very strong magnification can a 
couple of tiny fly specks be seen. In our opinion, the minor 
denominations, 2c, 3cs, 3cn and half dimes are getting so 
cheap, that they represent fantastic buying opportunities for the 
discerning collector. This coin is simply a case in point. 


PCGS 49; NGC 17; CAC 6. A CAC example sold in January 
2020 for $2,280. A shrewd buyer would bid liberally for this 
beauty!

WOW, what a beauty! The design details look etched from 
granite, DEEP MINT RED graces highly lustrous, mark-free 
surfaces!

PCGS 26; NGC 9. In September 2018 a piece traded for $2,950 
and another fetched $2,640 in July 2019. Plan to bid enthusias- 
tically if you hope to be the new owner!

2C 1868 PCGS MS65 RD 

A wonderfully lustrous GEM example which ranks among the 
HIGHEST graded at PCGS; only seven coins have graded 
higher. Sharply struck up, this rose-red colored coin has a 
delicate blush of deeper red on the reverse. A couple of planchet 
flakes are noted as are some minor flecks visible with a glass. The 
eye appeal is pleasing. 


PCGS 19, NGC 9. There are just seven finer, all 66 RD. The 
current PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $3,500 and the 
auction records are all over the place, averaging $4,235 for 
the last 10 examples, which go back to 2006! The last MS66 
RD sold for $23,500 four years ago! What an important and 
underrated rarity!

“The wonderful mint red color, amplified by a bold, radiant 
brilliance, glimmers all over with some delicate peach 

and apricot hues toward the obverse peripheries. Totally 
original surfaces show just a few tiny, stray marks which is 
all we see keeping it back from an even higher grade.

This is an interesting coin, almost 
a tale of two sides, if you will. The 
obyerse luster is fully prooflike 
with full watery mirrored 
reflection, The reverse, conversely 
is arich, satiny sheen. Despite the 
different texures, both sides offer a bold red color, sharply rendered devices and surfaces with a minimal number of flecks or traces of 
contact. The eye appeal is exceptional in every way! 


PCGS 17, NGC 13, CAC 5. There are just two in MS65+ RD and seven finer, The current Collectors Universe value is listed at 
$10,000 and keep in mind, that there are NONE with CAC graded finer. If you are putting together a CAC set, you cannot find a 
finer example anywhere.

After the assassination of President Kennedy, officials at the mint rushed to create a 
numismatic tribute to him, thus ending the Franklin half dollar and the beginning of the 
Kennedy half dollar. Since the Franklin half dollar had not been in use for the required 
25 years, an act of congress authorized the redesign. Indeed, just a few days after the 
events in Dallas, mint director Eva Adams had Gilroy Roberts, the Chief Engraver to 
prepare models depicting the slain president. In January 1964, the first 1964 J.E.K. 
halves were struck, amounting to a total production of over 429 million circulation 
strikes between Philadelphia and Denver and nearly four million Proofs. Somewhere 
along the line about a dozen Specimen strikings were produced. These are clearly 
different in style to either those struck for circulation or Proofs. The devices on these 
Specimens are sharply struck, with exceptionally bold definition in the hair and the rims 
are high up and fully squared and the fields show extensive die polishing marks in the 
reverse fields. The obverse details include a small tine off the crossbar of the 4, a feature 
that has never been observed on any other 1964 half dollar, Mint State or Proof, showing 
that these dies were used for this small production and that is it. Whether these are die 
trials for the new design, or a bridge to the Special Mint Set pieces struck 1965-67, we 
do not know for sure. The first example of these specially produced half dollars appeared 
in Stack’s June 1991 auction, where a full 1964 set with special prepared dies was 
offered in lot 591. What is suspected is that these sets were made special for Eva Adams 
for distribution as gifts or for herself, and were sold to New York dealer Lester Merkin 
sometime shortly before her death in August 1991 and his in June 1992.

Of the three Gobrecht dollar dates, 1836, 1838, and 1839, the 1838 is the scarcest. A very small number of Originals were struck, the dies then 
stored away until the late 1850s where they were then restruck for collectors. Struck in Die Alignment Ill, ike the majority of the known examples. 
For the design, the obverse has Gobrecht's name removed from the rocky base although faint traces remain when closely examined. The obverse 
now has thirteen stars surrounding Liberty, representing the original colonies, and the starry field with 26 stars of the reverse has been removed, 
and the eagle flies in the open field surrounded by legends and the denomination below, with the eagle flying level. The restrike J-84s are listed as 
Rarity-5 with an estimated mintage of 31-75 pieces. This is a very impressive borderline GEM. Every detail is razor sharp in definition, standing out 
against watery reflective mirrored fields. Both sides are awash in a gorgeous blend of blues, golds, and peach hues, with teal and lilac accents. A 
single microscopic line can be seen in the field with effort by Stars 4 and 5, the only thing that keeps this from an even loftier grade. Part of the 
fun of owning these coins is the potential to help discover new pieces in the puzzle. Over the years, many different theories surrounding the many 
variations of Gobrecht dollars have been offered.

One camp of experts (Walter Breen and Robert Julian) believe 
that the die alignment | pieces were the originals, followed by die alignment IV and Ill being the Restrikes of the J-84 pattern. Another camp (John 
Dannreuther, Craig Sholley, Saul Teichman, Jim Gray and Mike Carboneau) believe the originals were first struck in die alignment IV. Research 
continues, and with each passing year, further examination of these rare coins shed a little more light with each opportunity to compare different 
pieces.
